WINNIPRG.  March  20.— The  Norris  (lovernment.  which 
aigned  Friday,  following  passage  of  the  Talbot  vote  of  censure  reso- 
lution, will  remain  in  office  until  necessary  supply  is  voted  by  the 
Tjijjihfiiff.  «nd  Icfistation  considered  essential  in  the  interests  of 
tll«  province  in  enacted.  This  course  was  urged  by  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  Sir  James  Aikins,  in  a  long  statement,  which  was  read  by 
Premier  T.  C.  Norris  at.  a  session  of  the  House  tonight,  and  was 
approved  by  the  leaders  of  the  Independent  Parmer,  Labor  and  Con- 
•ervatWe  gfioups.  The  only  dissentient  was  Joseph  .Bemier,  St. 
Boini^e,  who  claims  to  be  the  leader  of  a  straight  Independent 
party  consisting  of  three.  Mr.  Bcrnier  favored  a  ])rovisional  (lov- 
ernment,  representing  the  Opposition  groups,  saying  this  was  a 
good  time  to  try  out  group  government. 

_    Tomorrow  morning,  representatives  of  the  groups,  including  the 
Government  group,  will  confer  with  the  object  of  arranging  a  legis- 
lative programme  calculated  to  meet  with  the  acceptance  of  the  ma- 
'T^frtty  in  the  Legislature. 

It  is  regarded  as  probable  that  the  business  to  be  conducted 
will  keep  the  House  in  session  till  the  end  of  the  month,  when  the 
Lqtislature  will  be  disscdved,  with  a  general  election  set  for  the  end 
of  June  or  early  in  July. 

In  him  letter  the  IJeut«nant-Oov> 
ernor  expr^anpd  hlmiirlf  In  uniniiitak- 
able  ternin  aKuinnt  the  formation  of  a 
provlalonal  <iiiverprnent.  rompoaed  of 
membera  of  Oppoaitlon  Kruupa.  and 
hi*  rlatm  In  thia  reapert  waa  chal- 
i«na*d  by  F.  J.  Dixon,  leader  of  the 
Labor  aroap,  and  Mr.  Bernler. 

"h  la  not  evident,"  atated  the 
Uoutenant-Oovernor.  "that  if  the 
Feadof  of  any  of  thea^  (roupa  were 
called  upon  to  aaaume  Kovernment 
manas«nn«nt  he  would  neek  niippurt 
from  the  electora  by  appealipc  to 
tkem.  I  am  aatiafied  from  the  con- 
tontloaa,  the  disputea  and  th«  con- 
ClIetliHT  viowa  of  the  aaveral  groupa  or 
partleo  In  the  aaaembly,  that  It  la  not 
only  Improbable,  but  practically  Im- 
poaalb1«  for  them  tn  work  tfigethor 
In  harmony  or  to  form  an  ^nitnla- 
tratlon  strong  and  diimble,  or  which 
wout«1  ereteUntly  "and  benetloiairy' 
carry  on  Hit  MajMtjr's  OovammoBt  la 
Maattoba."

LONDON.  March  20. — The  lockout 
In  the  engineering  tradee  waa  debated 
In  the  Ilouae  thla  evening  aa  a  reault 
of  the  Labor  party'a  deaire  for  the 
Oovernment  to  Inatltute  an  Inquiry 
by  an  Impartial  tribunal. 

John  Robert  Clynea.  Labor  mem- 
ber from  Mancheater,  aald  Labor 
wlahed  to  make  opportune  uae  of 
the  new  Induatrtal  Courta  Act,  and 
to  prove  that  the  uniona  had  done 
everything  In  their  power  to  main- 
tain peace  and  prevent  Injury  to  the 
engineering  Industry.  He  contended 
that  the  question  of  overtime  whm 
the  cauae  of  the  lockout,  which  he 
termed  aa  an  aatnundipg  act  of  ag- 
greaaion  on  the  part  of  the  employ- 
era.

Thomaa  Macnainara.  apeaklng  for 
the  Oovernment,  aald  an  inquiry 
could  not  be  instituted  while  other 
groups  of  uniona  affected  by  the  lock- 
out were  balloting.  He  pleaded  for 
both  sides,  whatever  the  result  of  the 
ballot  might  be,  to  try  to  get  to- 
gotiior  and  compose  their  differences.

OTTAWA,  March  20.-»The  Govern-  ' 
ment  haa  approved  the  merger  of  the  i 
Merchanta  Bank  and  the  Bank  of  i 
Montreal,  it  waa  announced  tonight  I 
by  Hon.  W.  8.  Kleldlng.  Minister  of 
Finance.  j 

In  his  report  to  the  cabinet  on  the 
merger,  Mr.  Kleldlng  touched  on  re- 
cent banking  umalgamations.  re- 
marking that  he  would  In  ordinary 
circuniauncea  be  unwilling  to  recom- 
mend further  rcatrlctlon  of  competi- 
tion by  the  amalgamation  of  any  two 
of  the  larger  banKa.  From  thia  point 
of  view  the  propoanl  to  unite  the 
Bank  of  Montreal  and  the  Merchanta 
Hank  was  open  to  objection.  On  the 
other  hand,  failure  of  the  Govern- 
ment to  confirm  the  agreement  would 
create  a  attuatlon  in  which  the  ahare- 
holdora  of  the  MerchanU  Bank  wonid 
almoet  certainly  auffer  further  loaa, 
and  probably  a  condKlon  for  alarm 
would  be  created  corucrnlng  Cana- 
dian bi^ks  generally.  Kor  theee 
reasons,  and  a«  the  requlrementn  of 
the  Bank  Act  appeared  to  have  been 
ruiailod.  Mr.  Fielding  reoomnionded 
approval  of  the  merger.

March  20— The  West- 
ern Provlnrea  concluded  their  arsu- 
ment  before  the  Railway  Comtnlnaion 
this  afternoon  In  regard  to  the  eiiual- 
Isation  of  freight  rates  as  between 
East  and  West.

sun,  lha  moon  and  the  atars — auch  is 
the  oeneaptlon  thi^  the  Copper  Bski- 
mo  poassasea  of  our  unlverae." 

To  him  the  sun  and  the  moon  are 

semi-human,  or  at  leaat  the  abode  of 
aenil-human  heinira.  the  sun  belnir  ■ 
vkoiiiiiii  and  the  rniMui  a  iiihii.  The 
inount:»ins  of  tlin  moon  arc  the  niHn'a 
dogn.  .M  .  oiiiitiK  to  one  account;  ac- 
cording to  another  thoy  ara  a  woman 
with  her  doca  behind  her,  for  one* 
she  came  down  to  earth  and  the 
shamans  tied  a  rope  around  her  and 
hoisted  her  to  the  sky  iiKain.  The 
weather,  apoken  of  nn  a  Mmn.  i>iif 
coiicflveil,  a ppa rent l.v  .  nonip 
iiiiKhty  power,  move*  along  the  aky, 
and  as  he  walka  the  sun  goes  down; 
hence  the  diaappearance  of  the  aun 
each  evanlny. 

The  Btara  were  human  balnea  or 
anfmala  before  they  aacended  into  the 
sky.  The  tliK-,.  I  light  atarsi  of  (>rlon'» 
lielt  were  thrne  aealers  who  never  r*- 
turm  il  to  I  K  nip.  Long  .tro,  in  I'.ie 
((ualnt  imagery  of  tha  Copper  Kaklmo. 
a  polar' bear  waa  being  hunted  by  a 
man  and  hia  dope.  It  fled  Into  the  aky 
and  Ita  purauar  followed  it.  ib  today 
It  may  atlU'  be  aean  among  the  atAra. 
Tha  hunter  and  his  dogs  always  pur- 
.siie.  but   never  overtnko  It 

r;\»>n  the  solid  earth  l.n  full  of  ni\s- 
tcry.  Man\  a  slriinKP  ai.il  only  s.-nil 
human  race  surrounds  the  Eskimos, 
and  Is  known  throug))  the  spirit 
flights  of  their  ahamana  or  throdgh 
ancient  talea  of  adventurous  wander- 
era  of  other  daya.  The  Indiana,  per- 
haps, are  human,  but  beyond  them 
nre  whito  men.  a  people  who«p  man- 
ners and  custom*  ara  altogether 
strange.  "After  we  had  been  In  their 
country  over  a  year,"  amjr*  Mr.  Jen- 
neaa. "Hlgllak  announced  as  a  great 
dlaoovery  one  day  that  the  white  man 
were  no  dtfferant  iroai  tba  Bshlmo."

They  can  be  offended  by  acornful 
worda.  The  hunter  who  mocks  the 
carthoo  or  aaal  will  suddenly  And 
himself  atrtcken  down  by  alckneaa  or 
afrilcted  with  'o,.-!:,,,,  in  luck  The 
Rsklnio  must  b»-  'uffwl  In  all  his 
actloiiM  Not  only  inusi  hf  pro  |.i  i  i.'i  l  e 
Ihe  fhailes  of  the  h;»klmo  dead,  liilt 
he  niuet  n#>ver  forget  to  propitiate  al- 
so the  animals  ha  kills.

It  is  navigable  for 
barely  a  hundred  milea  from  its 
mouth!  This  Is  a  very  remarkabi'- 
fnct:  It  mMna  that  the  Balween 
flows  through  mountainous  ooontrv 
from  its  source  to  lt«  mouth,  that 
the  i«lope  in  in  bed  li*  everywhere 
steep,  and  that  Is  \n  slmost  n.ri'in 
uuusly  broken  by  rapids.  .Nowhere 
does  the  river  meander  placidly 
KcroM  plaina:  it  has  built  up  no 
dalts.    From  the  time  it  toavM  the 

Tibetan  PlateSU  to  Within  a  hundii 
miles  of  tha  sea.  it  rolla  through 
Hiioi-eseion  nf  lerrif^r  gorges,  and 
for  a  cllsiance  of  over  fiOO  miles  the 
extreme  breadth  of  li«  baaln  doea 
not,  exceed  sixty  miles:  For  a  hun- 
dred milM  Ita  valley  ia  but  twent\ 
milea  aoroM!
